The unit, as 
envisioned, would support the 
five-man peace mission of the 
Organization of American 
States now in Santo Domingo. 

President Valencia, who ex- 
pressed deep concern over evi- 
dences of Comununist domi- 
nation of the Dominican insur- 
gents, said his bipartisan 
regime would have to reach 
agreement on sending military 
support.

Coinciding with Mr. Harri- 
man’s arrival, the Brazilian For- 
eign Ministry said in note that 
it was supporting the O.A.S.
